Tuanxs to the action and presence of 
foreign men-of-war, the time has pase 
ed when piracies in these waters were of 
almost daily occurrence, and it ia fair to 
presume that, if the group of islands, in 
which Hongkong is included, had not 
already received the appellation of the 
“Ladrones” or “Thieves’” islands we 
should have been able to obtainia little 
more respectable name for heck at the 
present time than the one they bear. 
it is very rarely now that we hear of a 
piratical attack upon a vessel of any con- 
siderable burden in the neighbourhood 
of Hongkong. Occasionally a report 
comes of some junk having been over- 
hauled by the .pirates, but on the whole 
theré is reason to believe that the junk- 
men fear more the legalised free-booters 
of the Hoppo of Canton than any.of the 
buccaneers who, ‘contrary to law, some- 
times swoop down on an unfortunate 
junk, carrying off its cargo, and perhaps 
murdering its occupants. Pircy, how- 
ever, still seems to flourish along the 
Coast of Cochin China,- Thore. comes 
from Singapore the surprising and alarm- 
ing intelligence that no less than seventy 


|junks are now lying in that harbour 


afraid to.prowed on to China or Hainan 
on account of the danger of piratical 
attacks en voyage. \ 

This fact has beet: brought prominently 
before the public in the Straits by the 
presentation of a petition to the Governor 
of the Settlements from the ownera and 
masters of the junks, asking that action 
may be taken against the pirates on the 
Coast in question; The  potitioners 
allege thet in March last one of their 
junke bound from Attoy to Singapore 
was-attacked by-Chinese pirates o}
